WHEREAS, Richard Duncan was a United States Army veteran and a member and 5 

deacon at the Edmonton Baptist Church; and 6 

WHEREAS, Richard Duncan was the owner and operator of Duncan Life and 7 

Health Insurance Company in Edmonton, and was one of the founders of the Barn Lot 8 

Theatre of Edmonton; and 9 

WHEREAS, Jimmy Curt Duncan was also a member of the Edmonton Baptist 10 

Church and worked his entire life as a farmer and a carpenter; and 11 

WHEREAS, Jimmy Curt Duncan was a quiet man who nevertheless was a caring 12 

and giving individual, always willing to help his neighbors in whatever way he could; and 13 

WHEREAS, Richard Duncan left these earthly bounds on November 27, 2015, at 14 

the age of 75, and was survived by his wife, Jeanette VanZant Duncan, daughters Gina 15 

Gibson and Eric Gregory, and five grandchildren; and 16
